to the Bchley court of inquiry, which 
the navy department bus been prepur 
ing for several days, was given to tho 
public today. 
Th« documeat is uc\ 


dresbed to Admiral Dewey, president of 
tho court, anil instructs him us to tho 
matters to be investigated. While the 
precept declares that tha "entire mat 
tor" of Admiral Scbloy's conduct dur 
lug the operations in Wist Indian wa- 
ters shall be investigated, it also selects 
certain distinctive acts of tho roar ad 
miral, concerning tho fucts and pro 
pnety of which it calls for particular 
investigation.

cover too admiral's alleged delay with 
the flying squadron in reaching Cubit; 
his slowness after leaving there; hit 
retrograde movement toward Key West;

"Uudonbt 
edly, some of the newspaper corres 
jondenta will be called into the case.

called as witnesses, if Admiral Schloy 
desires it. No word has been received 
from Admiral Kituberly, who, it was 
reported, had written the department 
that his health made it iuadvisable for 
hiro to attorn pt to serve on the court, 
lie will not be officially notified of bin 
selection as a member of the court 
until he receives the precept which wae 
mailed to him today.

"Intelligence In Plants anil Animals," 
published by Doublcday, Page & Co., 
leaves no reason for doubt as to his posi- 
tion iu the controversy over the immor- 
tality of animals. He says frankly: 


1 claim not for the lower animals the slightest 


rqiKilitj wjth man 
What I <laim for them is a 


higher status in qrcation tlwn is gtncully at- 
trihutwj to them. I tUim for them a future lito 
\vliere they will roconc a just romprnsition for 
the sufferings »hi«h BO many of them have to un- 
dergo in tins world. Most of the cruellies «lmh 
are perpetrated upon animah are due to the Jiiibit 
which man has, in his exalted opinion of self, of 
considering them as mere automata, without sus- 
ceptibilities, nithout reason «ud without the ca- 
pacity of a future.. * • * Not alone are we of the 
upper walks ot being made th? possessors of the 
inner life, but all nature shmes it in common 
with us, and love is its expression and the method 
of its action. 


What are tlie characteristics of man 


which justify, which indeed compel, be- 
ief in his immortality? First, his mind, 
ntelligence, spirit—call it what you will. 
But does man nlone possess this precious, 
this indestructible, spirit? 
The author 


emphatically rejects the theory. He as- 
serts thnt the proofs of the spirit are to 
be seen ia intelligence aud in the affec- 
tions, that animals possess both and that 
even plants show bigns of the former. 


Through the darkness of the earth the 


slender radicles of plants wake their 
way. 
A btone impedes Iheir progress; 


they turn to right or left befoie touching 
it, follow its outline round in an almost 
parallel course, but never touching. If a 
worm liun*w or some chink in the 
ground a few niches invay offeis a path 


need not lie forced, tbe radicle 


Vns abruptly nnd series it out. 
How 


does this rootlet ut once sense and juoid 
the btonc? 
How conjectme the neigh- 


boiiuK but iniliable crevice? 


There are flesh eating plants, the dro- 


sera or sundews. 
Dr. Ocutiy .says of 


tliun: 
"That these plants manifest :i 


eoiiVp:trali\ely high older of consciousness 
tttl'ro cnu be no question. Try them with 
insects or rate bits of meat ns nit'ieles 
of diet nnd in a few lionts the leaves will 
haie folded around the food and com- 
menced their cut ions process of assimila- 
tion. Mincial substances, suth i\* bits of 
chalk, magnesia nnd muall pebbles., li.ne 
no such effect. They seem to ignoie these 
things jnst as an intelligent animal would 
if they were placed by its side." 


Certain minute plants have the power 


of locomotiob. They will abandon an arid 
spot and creep toward moisture. 
If a 


poisonous Uuid he placed in their path, 
they will avoid it; if a nourishing Mill- 
stance be placed at one side, they Mill 
wander toward it. Other plants change 
the position of their blanches or leaves to 
meet or to avoid the sun. Consciousness, 
then, clearly appeals in plant life. "It Is 
tu plants," bn.i s (he author, "what mind 
is to man and animals, eontioIlniK tlieii 
actions when such are for their well being 
and good. If mind persists in a futuie 
state, then consciousness, which may be 
considered as mind in plants, must nl.so 
persist, for it is not likely that the source 
of :ill consciousness, which we worship 
as God, could be unmindful of the least 
of his children." 


And animals? Among them we do not 


Iin\e to beek painstakingly for evidences 
of consciousness. All have that, all have 
intelligence iu greater or less degree, 
many have reasoning power, some linve 
tho qualities which \\e are aciustoiucd to 
icgard ns purely human—affection, unself- 
ish ness,generosity, nmgiiaminity. Aletnoij 
is a quality so geneial in animals that it 
is needless to recount heie Instances. 
Generosity is often shown l>y birds w Inch 
feed the offspring of others thnt have 
been slain. The author cites .several cases 
where the fledgelings aud their sponsors 
were of different v.'iueties. Magnanimity. 
Who hasn't soon a big dog gently set 
aside a snarling terrier which he might 
annihilate with a grip of the jaw if he 
would? Sometimes it is uhowu by brutes 
to less magnanimous men. 


So. too, of the less admirable qualities 


of man—qualities which nevertheless pre- 
suppose possession, of a mind. The ani- 
mals have most ot them. Malice, pride, 
jealousy, anger, revenge, have all their ex- 
emplifications in the life of dumb brutes. 
If they have souls to be saved, perchance 
they have sins to be expiated as well. 


How closely the higher orders of ani- 


mals approach in intelligence the lower 
orders of men is clearly shown in this 
book. For a time the exigencies of the- 
ology compelled us to regard this gull1 
as infinite, but one who contrasts the 
ways of the high bred, well trained house 
dog with those of some of the more 
brutalized aborigines will doubt whether 
the abyss which separates them Is so 
very wide. 
Animals have some idea of 


numbeis. "The crow has been known to 
count as far as the number six, and a 
dog I once had knew as well as I did 
when Saturday came." There are Aus- 
tralian savages who cannot equal these 
performances. 
"The sense of beauty," continues the 


author, "which hns been declared pe- 
culiar to mcu, is innate in birds. Certain 


The Strnng* Slarolflconc* of Doll* 


Among the Moawl Indian*. 


It is a curious .feature of the religion of, 


the Moqui Indians, the "snake dancers" ot 
New Mexico, that during one of their 
famous dances dolls representing kat- 
cinas or gods are distributed to all the 
village children. In the Peabody museum 
at Harvard university there is a collec- 
tion of nearly 100 of these grotesque 
idols which were once the playthings of 
children, but now form an exhibit of 
peculiar interest to the student of eth- 
nology. 


The dolls, although they appear to be 


of all sorts and sizes, are nevertheless 
shaped and painted according to an un- 
varying rule applicable to that particular 
one of the CO or 70 katcinas which each 
is intended to represent. On them are 
depicted n ifcat variety of arbitrary signs 
indicating, i >r example, the lightning or 
the thundercloud or the hail or the rafa 
storm or some animal. Often the rain- 
bow is carved over their heads, and many 
of them bear a curious headdress in the 
form of a thin tablet of -wood, which is 
cut in an archaic but symmetrical pat- 
tern of much elaboration and, ornamented 
with eagles' and owls' leathers. 


Most of the special symbolism is to be 


looked for in the cirving and making of 
the masked heads, while the bodies be- 
long to moie or less general types. Some- 
times thej arc painted on both sides alike 
and sometimes differently. Some of them 
are naked and some of them wear blan- 
kets or the dance kilts. Most of them 
vary in height from six inches to a foot 
.ind a half. But there are several ia 
the Harvard collection which are nearer 
four feet. One of these latter is a com- 
posite figure, one doll bearing another 
on its head, with a third above the 
second. 


Not only docs the religion of the Moqu 


appear in the universal masking of the 
dolls, but also in the selection of the tree 
from which they are made, the cotton- 
wood being sacred since it grows along 
the water courses, the most precious pos- 
session of the Indians. 
The dolls arc 


curved from the root, which is very ligbi 
ami so soft that it may be cut with the 
greatest case. 
The dolls are now whit- 


tled out with jackkuives. but in the ok 
days before the white man came stone 
knives were used, nnd even now the 
smoothing and polishing of the doll-? is 
mainly done with a piece of sandstone 
On account of their religions significant'i 
they art- tieated moie le.spectfully thai 
moht dolls, and doubtless the little Moqu 
gill would often be glad of a less sole-urn 
toy for her plaj thing.

needle already threaded. 


The natives of the country use noth- 


ing bin the mescal thread needle, as 
they call it, to sew their garments. 
You can make as fine la thread as need- 
ed. If you desire a floe thread, ftull tho 
stem, and It will grow smaller In the 
same way that rubber will. The 


harmony excite in them pleasure as they 
do in man. * * * If we are to judge from 
the hideous ornaments and the equally 
hideous music admired by most savages, 
it might he urged that thuir aesthetic 
faculty was les» highly developed than it 
is in some species of birds."

This machine will be in a class all by

was invented by Lord Kelvin.

American instrument was contrived by 
E. Torre!, an employee of the United 
States coast survey.

MONO GAS. 


Discovery ot a. Chemist, Por 


Great Things Arc eia}B»?d. 


A rcceut consular report from Eng- 


land says that British commercial and 
scientific circles arc much Interested in 
a discovery made by Dr. Ludwlg Mond 
of the great chemical firm of Hmmicr, 
Mond & Co., limited. This discovery Is 
a gns for furnaces and gas engines 
which, it is claimed, can be supplied to 
consumers fit a maximum price of two- 
ponce per 1,000 cubic feet. 


Mond gas is a "producer gas," made 


from the cheapest class o£ small coal 
and dust, commonly called "bituminous 
Bluck." Dr. Mond discovered a process 
by which tins cheap slack can be con- 
verted into a clean, gaseous fuel in such 
a way that a very large proportion of 
tly nitrogen of the coal is recovered as 
ammonia and converted into sulphate 
of ammonia, which is a very valuable 
manure and fertilizer. The distinguish- 
ing features of the Mond process are: 


Tlfe utilization of cheap bituminous

the balloonist, Cleveland Moffett tells in 
St. Nicholas of a daring deed performed 
by Mme. Cnrlotta Myers, wife of the 
noted balloonist, Professor Carl Myers of 
Frankfort, N. Y. 


Some years ago at Ottawa she made 


an ascension never forgotten by the peo- 
ple of that city. It was a gala occasion 
in honor of Queen Victoria's gift of the 
Crystal palace to her loyal subjects, <and 
Canada had rarely seen such a gather- 
ing-. 
Twenty-live thousand people, as 


was estimated, were packed inside the 
exposition, grounds to see the 
famous 


aeronaut rise to the clouds. 


And there nt the appointed time stood 


Carlotta on a raised platform, with the 
multitude about her, waiting for the 
salloon. She wore a sho'rt skirt over a 
gymnasium suit aud made nn attractive 
lic'ture with her fine figure and golden 
bronze tair.

dignitaries who chatted with her ad- 
miringly while the crowd surged about 
them.

Stopping off the platform, 
she r:\xx lightly and swiftly over hoads 
and shoulders packed solid and fame to 
I Iif balloon. Such was thplpoople's fright 
tluil they scarcely foil her pass, 


"You can't go up," cried her husband. 


"The balloon is a. wreck." 


"I must go up," she answered. 
"If I 


don't, (hose people will be crushed to 
death." 


"There's a hole in her big enough to 


drive a foam through," be protested; but 
already t,he was in the basket aud n cheer 
arose. 


"It's better to risk one life than many," 


she answered with decision and. turning 
to the crowd, motioned them to loo.so iho 
car. In their wonder the i:ml multitude 
forgot their fear, aud ihe struggling 
quieted. All eyes were now on the bal- 
loon.
